Burgess Sbiasou serves notice on Llm 


Connellsvllle public that the ortUnauco 
requiring citizens to keep their side- 
walks clean and true from suuw uud 
ice will bo enforced. 


The ordinance is reasonable and 


proper and no doubt would have been 
bettgr observed had the public been 
more familiar with it. It is one of the 
peculiarities of our system oE laws 
that adequate provision is not made 
lor their promulgation. The borough 
ordinances are now in a chaotic condi- 
tion. 
They need revision, re-enact- 


ment and re-publication.

pedestrians, and in such caseb come 
provision should be inudo to have the 
•work done by the borough at the rea- 
sonable expense o£ the citir.en charged 
frith the duty but unable to do it by 
reason ot physical disability, or ina- 
bility to procure labor.
